State banking officials indicated 


tht-t every possible effort" would be 
made to reorganize the bank. 


The Scioto bank has a capital of 


$25,000 with a surplus of $2,370, 
deposits totaling $5,782 and re- 
sources aggregating $94,318, ac- 
cording to its report to the state 
banking department test Decem- 
ber. 


.GIVEN INSTRUCTIONS 


Border to close the bank's 
against the transfer of stock 
cluded-in t&g instructions is- 


sued by Fulton to Bsavers who, 
also was told to notify all owners 
of safekeeping items to can at the 
bank and remove them, taking 
"proper receipt therefor." 


Beavers was authorized to per- 


mit renters of safe deposit boxes 
to continue their usual access to 
the boxes but to require each rent- 
er to sign a statement 
stating 


whether an examination of the de- 
posit box disclosed that the con- 
tents were "intact and regular in 
evprv way."
